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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art teaches various methods to use laser shocks to debond layers or 
the measure film stresses. United States Patent 6,848,321 to Bossi et al. discloses 
bond strength measuring using laser shock loads. Bossi et al. states that bond strength 
is based on measured surface movements. Bossi et al. does not teach using the light 
energy level and wavelength.
